GENERAL DODGE AS 


SOLDIER AND BUILDER. 


After Brilliant War ServiM, He Con- 


structed Union Pacific Railroad. 


Major General Grenville M. Dodge 


who died the other day, was the last 
but one of the surviving corps com 
manders of the Union army. The oth- 
er is Brigadier General Peter J. Osier- 
bans, now In Germany. General Dodge 
was a soldier born and bred and dur- 
ing the civil war was Identified closely 
with many of General Grant's cam 
paigns. 


While bis military record was unsur- 


passed perhaps by any of bis compa 
trlots, he waa known better as the 
chief constructing engineer of the great 
Union Pacific railway. 


"I am building my monument." he 


often told bis friends when tbey urged 
him to give up what appeared to be 
Insurmountable obstacles. 


Be was born In Putnamvllle, near 


Danvers, Mass., April 12, 1831. and 
when ten years old drove a butcher's 
cart and sold fruit aud vegetable* In 
Salem. 
In 1846 be entered Norwich 


university, taking the military and scl 
entific course, and was graduated aa a 
civil engineer In 1850. He waa em 
ployed by the Illinois Central in 1851 
making surveys and later was an engl 
neer In the service of the Rock Island 
In 1854 be landed in Council Bluffs. la. 
where he made bis home. He engaged 
hi business and established a banking 
house, which Is now tbe Council Bluffs 
Savings bank 


With the civil war he organized a 


regiment and entered the service as a 
colonel. At Pea Ridge he commanded 
a brigade, had three horses shot under 
him and was badly wounded. 


General Grant assigned him to the 


command of the Second division of the 
Army of tbe Tennessee, and be organ 
lied the staves and refugees. General 
Grant, while at Vlcksburg, recommend 
ed his promotion as a major general 
and he was at tbe head of tbe list of 
recommendations made by Grant for 
commiasloiw as* major general* la toe 
regular army.

the Flesh of Hoga, In Any Form, 


Net Thoroughly Cooked — 


Timely HIM*. 


Washington. D. C.—There i* always 


the possibility that Ulna** may follow 
tbe eating of pork that is raw or not 
thoroughly cooked. 
The danger la 


greatest at this season of the year 
when many people prepare for home 
consumption various food product* 
that are customarily eaten without 
cooking. 
More of these homemade 


product* are prepared at hog-kllllng 
time on the farm than at any other 
time. 


American people a* a rule prefer 


cooked pork, but there are many who, 
perhap* unknowingly, consume pork in 
an uncooked condition, either In. the 
form of raw ham or uncooked sau- 
sage*. 
In many localities consider- 


able amounts of these products are 
made up1 and consumed at home, or 
distributed throughout the neighbor- 
hood. Large quantities of pork prod- 
uct* Intended to be eaten raw are also 
prepared commercially. 


The disease known as trichinosis, 


which may result from eating raw 
pork. Is caused by certain round 
worm*, called trichinae. 
These are 


microscopic in size and infest the flesh 
of hogs. The prevalence of trichinae 
in hogs is Indicated by tbe tact that 
during nine yean, 1898-1906, when the 
carcasses of hogs were inspected mi- 
croscopically by federal Inspectors, of 
8,000,000 carcasses so Inspected, 1.41 
per cent contained living trichinae 
and 1.16 per cent contained trichina- 
like bodies or disintegrating trich- 
nae. 
In other words and in round 


numbers, trichinae were present hi 1 
out of 71 hogs, and if the presence 
of dead trichinae and trlchlnallke 
bodies Is included, in 1 out of every 
39 hog*. 


Unlike many other infections dis- 


eases, the severity of an attack of 
trichinosis depends upon the number 
of parasites swallowed. Large quan- 
tities ot slightly Infested pork must 
be eaten In order to produce appre- 
ciable effects 
If severe Illness fol- 


lows the eating of a small amount of 
the meat the pork must have been 
heavily Infested. 


To avoid trichinosis, no torn) of pork 


In the raw state, including dried or 
smoked sausages and hams, should be 
eaten. All pork used a* food should 
be cooked thoroughly If this I* done 
the value or wholesomeness ot the 
meat for food purpose* is not Im- 
paired by the fact that the parasite* 
were present in It. 
• According to specialists of the de- 
partment, trichinae die when sub- 
jected to a temperature ot about 140 
degrees F. All products containing 
pork which are prepared to be sold aa 
cooked products in establishments op- 
erating under federal meat Inspection 
are required to be cooked sufficiently 
to insure a temperature high enough 
to destroy trichinae throughout all 
portions of the meat. 
Likewise, in 


order to protect consumers who are 
careless or ignorant ot the danger of 
raw pork products of kind* prepared 
customarily to be eaten without cook- 
Ing, such aa certain kind* of hams, 
and summer sausages, must be manu- 
factured in accordance with method* 
which, it ha* been determined, destroy 
tbe vitality ot any trichinae which 
may be nrecent in the pork. It ha* 
been found by Investigation* in the 
bureau of animal Industry that U pork 
i* subjected to a temperature not 
higher than S degree* F. for 20 day*, 
the vitality of all trichinae I* de- 
stroyed. This is one method of safe- 
guarding pork product* that are to bo 
eaten without cooking Other method* 
followed la eatabllihment* operating 
under federal meat Inspection consltt 
In curing and drying the product* ac- 
cording to certain rule* which tbe 
manufacturer* are required to follow. 


Although product* that are ipeclal- 


ly prepared for eating uncooked and 
bear the mark ot federal Inspection, 
may be u*ed with safety, the custom 
of eating raw pork 1* not to be en- 
couraged. In any case it should be 
remembered that fresh pork, or ordi- 
nary cured pork product*, are not 
•ate as food unless properly cooked. 
It can not be determined with cer- 
tainty by inspection whether pork la 
free from trichinae, and tbe federal 
neat inspection mark doe* not guar- 
antee the fitness of pork for food If It 
li eaten raw. 


A practical rule for cooking pork 


to to cook It until It ha* tort It* red 
color throughout all portion*, or if a 
trace of thl* color to Mill preoent, at 
least nnta the fluid* of the meat have 
become Bore or let* jellied.
